If Communism made a conquest in Ireland 
he contended, it would not be as an openly 
anti-God movement. The line of attack that 
had been prepared was the assumption that 
worldly welfare was the great test. In say- 
ing that modern literature from end to end 
was naturalism, and attacked by polite 
silence the supreme thing in their lives, their 
Faith, that ought to penetrate évery thought, 
he had said ali. Of measures of control. he 
suggested that a beginning must be made 
with the newspaper and the magazine Press, 
The films and the books must be handled 
drastically if they were in earnest. 


STANDARD LITERATURE 


Education, he said, was another matter. 
The Catholic conscience, once wakened to the 
need, could re-mould literary education. 
Beginning in the elementary schools, they 
could have readers which were saturated with 
the Catholic mind, as readers were in Con- 
tinental Catholic lands. In the secondary 
schools and colleges they could see to it that 
standard Catholic literature was part of every 
pupil’s course. Shakespeare was a Catholic 
in personal fact, as well as in the influences 
that moulded his art; let him be so cx. 
pounded in their schools. If good literature 
was taught philosophically, it became the 
substance of Catholic apologetics as applied 
to present needs. From the splendour and 
joyousness of Shakespeare, contempt for the 
drabness of the pagans could be taught; from 
Dante, great spiritual lessons: from the 
Christian epic, pride in the Church and all 
their mental heritage. A student who left 
their colleges and was found reading Shaw, 
as if he could learn anything from Shaw, was 
a mark of their failure to educate him. 

Greatly daring, he suggested that some 
study of contemporary literature in college 
days—pathological study, if they liked to call 
it so—would equip. their young priests to 
give lectures in parish halls and to talk with 
the young minds, grappling with the fashions 
of the age, and to recommend the~ right 
books. 

A vote of thanks was passed to the 
speaker on the motion of the Very Rev. Dr 
Dalton, President, Maynooth College. 

Dr. Dalton said that he was glad to see 
Mr. de Blacam é¢mphasising the dangerous 
tendencies of the modern popular Press. 
popular literature, the cinema, and, he might 
have added, the radio. Through those channels 
there was a constant infiltratfon of alien ideas 
of a whole philosophy of life at variance with 
their system. 


MODERN FICTION 

Dr. T. J. O'Connell, . secretary, Irish 
National Teachers’ Organisation, seconding, 
said that he was not blind to the fact that the 
influence of the modern, cultural and 
publicity devices was anything but whole- 
some. He deplored, with the speaker, the 
condoning of immorality, which seemed to be 
the common aim of many of those who pro- 
vided them with modern fiction, plays and 
pictures, The lecturer had painted a gloomy 
picture, but in Dublin between 7 and 8 
o clock on any morning could be seen 
thousands of young men and women on their 
way to their daily toil turning into one oi 
the numerous city churches. Usually they 
heard daily Mass. Within recent years a 
reat society of Catholic action, founded in 
Dublin, had spread to every country in the 
world. He ventured the opinion that, when 
they took into consideration the changed cir- 
cumstances, the people, as a whole, were as 
good and as religious to-day as in any period 
of their history. It was not in matters of 
religion, or morality, alone that they were 


inclined to throw a glamour over the past. 


RELIGION IN THE SCHOOLS 


Fach age had its own rarticular dangers, 
but it also had its safegua:ds and preventives. 
They had in this country what he believed 
was not to be found in any other—the sound 
religious foundation that was being Jaid in 
the schools. Their national schools were the 
seed beds for Catholicism. Most of their 
school-books had backgrounds which went 
far to explain.their robust Catholicity, and 
he doubted if there were any books on the 
official lists to which objection could be taken 
on moral or religious grounds, 

Dr. O’Connel! said that he wished to em- 
phasise that almost 90 per cent, of their 
children received no formal education after 
they reached 14 years of age, and he thought 
that the time had’ come vhen they must all 
realise that a remedy must be found whereby 
young people would not be thrown entirely 
on their resources at that immature and 
ns age. 

Secondly, he thought the Department of 
Education should have associated with it, 
even in an advisory or consultative capacity, 
some representative body or council which 
would act as a check on the bureaucratic 
tendencies which all departments were prone 
to exhibit from time to time. In the third 
place, if legislation could protect young 
people from the public-house and the betting 
shop, why could it not protect them against 
the more insidious evils of the picture-house’ 


SPAIN 
The Archbishop of Tuam, who presided. 
said that unless they succeeded in effecting 
a purge of anti-Christian and unclean litera- 
ture they were in grave danger of waking 
up some day to find that while the barque 
ot the Church was still there, the waters of 
unwavering faith and simple piety had all 
gone. It was up to the bishops, priests and 
Catholic laity to avail of all means of avoid- 
ing such a catastrophe as was occurring in. 
Spain, At present Spain was still substantially 
Catholic, but evil Jiterature had been at work 
unimpeded for years, so that’ the mind of 

Spain had been poisoned. 


GREAT CONGREGATION 

To-day Pontifical High Mass was cele 
brated in the grounds of St. Jarlath’s College, 
followed by a procession of the Most Blessed 
Sacrament and Solemn Benediction, before a 
congregation of many thousands.

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Self Help 


A curious situation has come about at 
Pontypool, in Wales. Several hundred un- 
einployed miners, finding that “ big 
business ' could not provide them with 
jobs, have gone back to the communal ¢ 
village life of their forefathers. They live 
still in the rabbit-run homes of their dark 
mining towns; but their real being is 
amid the trees and fields of the Monmouth- 
shire valley. For years a disused brewery 
had been crumbling into ruin at Cwm 
Avon, but now its old boiler-howse is a 
model bakery, and its cellars are a kitchen 
and canteen. By the initiative of the 
‘Order of Friends,” a new colony has’ 
been built in Wales, and from its inhabit- 


amail 
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ants are hidden the grey panorama of slag 
heaps and dingy streets that has afflicted 
their eyes, and has destroyed what hopes 
they may have enjoyed during the long 
years of the depression. This new 


organisation is called the ‘‘ Subsistence 


Production Society,’’ and it has been 
brought into being “ to enable unemployed 
men to produce for their own consumption 
as many as possible of the commodities 
most essentially required by them.’’ The 
commodities are distributed by the Society 
on the understanding that they are for the 
sole use,of the purchasers’ households ; 
and, certainly, the prices that rule at Cwm 
Avon—and at the other centres throughout 
the valley—are almost absurdly low. They 
are, however, as much as the miners are 
able to meet; for the Society pays no 
wages. The miners still are living upon 
the dole; but, by their communal labours, 
they are able to supply their families with 
a fair abundance of food; and, further- 
more, with work to do again, they have a 
chance to build up their respect, which, in 
many cases, has been rotted by ten years 
of idleness. It is an ironic commentary. 
upon the benefits of progress—and the 
great inventions of the machine age—that 
these men of Wales have had to go back to

RITISH police were involved in a

The police 
and troops replied, but suffered no 
casualties themselves. 

The view expressed in official circles 
here is that the next fortnight may sound 
the knell of the present guerrilla warfare 
in Palestine owing to the ruthlessness with 
which terrorists are being hunted down. — 


NO ACCENTUATION 


According to well-informed cjrcles, the 
incidents of the past week, although 
serious, do not show any accentuation of 
the trouble. Small groups of rebels are 
amalgamating owing to the refusal of 
villagers to harbour them, in view of the 
Government's warning of the dire conse- 
quences of such action.

(2) The Minister for 
Finance last Sunday made allegations against 
Maurice Twomey—had he anything further 
to say’ (3) The Minister for Finance had 
criticised the sincerity of Republicans. Is 
it. true that in 1916 he applied for a com- 
mission in the British Army and just missed 
the troop train to the front? 

He also asked did Fianna Fail give freedom 
of speech last Sunday at College Green. The 
people were not likely to forget that. 

The Minister replied to the first question 
given above, and went on to say that persons 
who attempted to thwart the Irish Govern- 
ment in their endeavour to protect the lives 
of the peoplé did so at their peril, no matter 
what names they bore. The name of John 
Egan-was as sacred to the Irish Government 
as any other name. 


COMMISSION IN BRITISH 
ARMY 


Replying to the question about joining the 
British Army, Mr. MacEntee said that in 
1914 he was a follower of Mr. John Redmond, 
and because of that he was prepared to back 
his opimon with his life if necessary. Being 
then just a boy, he applied for a commission 
in the British Army. A commission was 
never refused to him, and he could have got 
it at any time.

Referring to the College Green incidents 
Jast Sunday, Mr. MacEntee asked if there was 
ever a mecting at which such tolerance was 
given to an interrupter as at the present 
meeting. 

Appealing to the electors to return a 
Fianna Fai] majority in the Corporation, the 
Minister said that in the County Dublin 
elections Fianna Fail got a majority in three 
out of four areas, and in Dun Laoghaire they 
needed only another 100 votes to overwhelm 
that. borough.

Who, he asked, would believe a few years ago 
that there would be a gaelthacht in Meath? 
The people that were driven across the 
Shannon are returning and bringing with 
them the jewel that they stored for hundreds 
of years—the ancient tongue of the Gael. He 
asked them to stand for Ireland free and 
Ireland Gaelic, aud to continue to help in the 
good work of keeping the tradition of the Gael 
associated with the County, and to restore 
the language to its proper place in the 
ordinary hfe of the people. 

Mr. Padraig O Maille said that 
they were divided on some matters there ‘was 
one question on which they were united, the 
revival of the language and the industries of

GENERAL SIR. ARCHIBALD 
HUNTER 


General Sir Archibald Hunter, who died 
in London yesterday, aged seventy-nine, had 
a distinguished military career, extending to 
nearly fity years. Some years before the 
Great War the then German Emperor was 
visiting Scotland. His train was late, and 
the horses of a carriage awaiting him grew 
restive. Just as the Baneror stepped into 
the carriage one of the horses bolted. General 
Sir Archibald Hunter, who was in command 
of the guard of honour, dashed forward, 
seized the reins and stopped the horse’s rush. 
The Kaiser always remembered Sir Archi- 
bald’s brave act, and until the War regularly 
sent him an invitation to attend the German 
Army manceuvres as his personal guest. 

Sir Archibald Hunter was Lord Kitchener's 
right-hand man in the Sudan ee He 
served in Egypt, and was severaly wounded 
in the Battle of Giniss in 1885, and served 
also four years later in the Battle of Toski. Sir 
Archibald received the thanks of Parliament 
for his services in connection with the Battle 
of Khartoum. After taking part in the South 
African War, he was Governor of Gibraltar, 
and in the Great War he commanded the 
Third Army. In 1918 Sir Archibald was 
returned as Coalition Unionist member for 
Lancaster, and he represented that division

The speed at, which 
aezobatics are rformed increases every 
year, Machines ations more efficient, more 
sensitive to the touch, and pilots control 
them easily at 250 m.p.h. or more, changing 
formation like soldiers on parade, or playing 
with ease a game’ of “ follow-my-leader”’ 
in the sky. 

The pilots are merely doing a job of work, 
and for them Hendon: means weeks of re- 
hearsing at aerodromes all over the country. 
It is the ambition of every young R.A.F, 
pilot to fly at Hendon. There is keen com- 
petition between squadrons and between in- 
dividuals. 


Es following article on ‘‘ Hendon Pageant 


“ TIGHT ” FORMATION 
My own recollections of the R.A.F. 
Pageant’ go back to the days when | we 


‘*toddled along’’ at less than 100 m.p.h.. 
except in steep dives, 

I was pilot of a Bristol Fighter. We were 
rather proud of our ‘‘tight formation’’ fly- 
ing—that is, with perhaps half a wing span 
feparating our machines—and a fine team 
spirit prevailed, 

Our job was to ny over Hendon in this 
“tight formation,’ do a graceful turn, and 
form igto flights line astern, and then dive 
in salute in front of the Royal stand. 

This mty sound simple, but it requires 
much careful training. The aeroplanes must 
arrive over the aerodrome at 
right moment. The timing at Hendon must 
be perfect, otherwise the programme is thrown 
out of gear. : 

A fighter squadron is divided into three 
flights, each of three machines. Each flight 
is in charge of a flight leutenant, on whom 
much of the hard work devolves. He takes 
his team—very often youngsters who have 
not long had their “ wings’’—into the air 
for training. He has to teach them the art 
of keeping formation. 


He is at the mercy of daring young pilots | 


who venture too close to his tail, or who 
threaten to clip a piece off his wing. He 
must win the confidence of the young pilot 
who lags too far behind, nervous about ap- 
proaching close to the leader’s machine. 


THE SECRET 


The whole secret of correct formation fly- 
ing is instinctive obedience to the leader s 
will, You must watch carefully every 
manceuvre he makes, and your attention must 
not be distracted for a split fraction of a 
second. 

The pilots at Hendon probably get fewer 
thrills than the spectators. 

Dives and turns, rocket loops and such 
evolutions as flights of machines rolling round 
each other are executed with such perfect 
rhythm that the pilot experiences no violent 
sensations. 

‘Peering through his little windscreen, with 
the engine s roar drumming in his ears, he 
knows that if he pht his head out of the 
cockpit into the slipstream it would be almost 
blown off. Which reminds me that by 
merely putting your hand out of the cockpit 
of a fighter you may slightly deflect the 
machine’s course. 

At Hendon this year we shall look with 
awe and reverence on the Gloster Gauntlets. 
This new type of biplane with which some 
squadrons are already equipped, has a faster 
rate of climb than the standard Hawker 
Fury. | 

The Furies have thrilled vast crowds at 
Hendon, but when the Gauntlets are out 
and clmbing into the sky we look at some 
thing that shoots up like a rocket. 

Then there is the new Gladiator, a develop- 
ment of the Gauntlet, equipped with fou 
guns designed to spray bullets more effec- 
tively. 

The appearance of several new types of 
bombers and fighters (whose performance 
figures are Service secrets) will arouse 
special interest at the display. It is known 
that the speeds of some of the new fighters 
are in excess of m.p.h. It is a young 
man’s job piloting them ! 


MONOPLANES 


The R.A.F. has relied chiefly on machines 
of the biplane type for its standard equip- 
ment in the past. Now the monoplane is 
coming into favour. 

The new monoplane fighters and bombers, 
with the pilot’s cockpit completely enclosed, 
will be among the fastest, if not the fastest, 
warplanes in the world. Cleaner stream- 
lining can be obtained in a monoplane than 
in a binlane 

At Hendon we shall see aerobatics that, 
ten years ago, I and many other pilots would 
have thought impossible.

MOTHER AND CHILD

FIGHTING SPEECH. BY

A dar ompiort ta speech against the new 

despotism, wrapped in robes of legal 
sanction of the privileged princes of the 
new economic dynasties, was made by 
President Roosevelt in accepting his re- 
nomination as democratic candidate for the 
Presidency in an address to a gigantic 
gathering on Franklin Field here to-day. 

‘To-day we have won against the most 
dangerous of our foes—we have conquered 
fear,” he said. ‘‘ But I cannot with 
candour say that all is well with the 
world. The clouds of suspicion, the signs 
of ill-will and intolerance gather darkly 
in many places. ) 

“ In our own land we enjoy a fullness of 
life greater than that in most countries, 
but the rush of modern civilisation itself 
-has raised for us new difficulties. Man's 
inventive genius has released new forces. 

“Throughout the nation opportunity 
was limited by monopoly. Individual 
initiative was crushed in the cogs of a 
great mpchine, private enterprise became 
too sadhbe-ik became pxivileged enter- 
prise, not free enterprise. 

“The brave, clear platform adopted by: 
this convention, to which I heartily sub- 
scribe, sets forth that the Government has 
certain inescapable obligations to its 
citizens, among which are the protection 
of the family and the home, the establish- 
ment of democracy, of opportunity, and 
the obligation to aid those who have met 
with disaster. 

“The defeats and victories of the past 
three years have given us as a people a 
new understanding of our Government and 
of ourselves. We do not see faith, hope 
and charity as unobtainable ideals, but 
we see them as stout supports for the 
nation fighting the fight for freedom in 
modern civilisation.”’ 

Great precautions were taken to protect 
the President. Seven hundred police, 
armed with rifles, sub-machine guns and 
tear-gas bombs, were on duty. Mr. Roose- 
velt’s car was flanked by motor-cycle 
police.

Foreigners must draw this conclusion 
from both the Republican and Democratic 
conventions—America’s best political baro- 
meters, which, however, it is only possible

In the Presidential elections 
the American people tend as a rule to vote 
not se much for one candidate as against 
the other, This year’s contest looks like 
breaking with tradition. Many doubtless 
will vote for Landon because they are 


against Roosevelt, but few will vote for 


Roosevelt because they are against 
Landon. There are large sections of the 
community whose faith in Mr. Roosevelt 
is unshaken and unshakable. gs is 
solidly behind him. The forgotten men— 
grateful for the amenities which oblivion 
has suddenly offered and, perhaps, not 
over-anxious that the nation shall recover 
from such conscience-stricken amnesia— 
will back the man who remembered them, 

Many moderate men will vote for Roose- 
velt because he fought crisis with 
gallantry and resource, or because he 
might have done much worse than he has, 
or because he is a gentleman, or because 
his voice oh the radio inspires confidence. 
But the President’s greatest asset is relief 
and the machinery of relief. His 
administration has built w: nation-wide 
organisation, or network of órganisations, 
to cope with the effects of depression in 
their various aspects. Both those who 
benefit under the schemes which these 
institutions administer and the’ mrulti- 
tudinous officials who are paid by the 
Government to administer the schemes, 
can hardiy fail to be staunch supporters 
of the President. In the months to come 
the influence of the vast Federal structure. 
which has, perforce, acquired at this 
juncture a party bias, will assuredly make 
itself felt. 

Mr. Roosevelt, concludes The Times, 
offers himself for re-election with a record 
inevitably chequered to some extent by 
failure; but his failures have been, for 
the most part, on the right lines, America 
is in transition, and as shown himself 
able to adapt his outlook and his methods 
to this circumstance, of which many of 
his countrymen prefer to take no cog- 
nisance.

serious thought to the dangers inherent in 
a situation in which the anarchically- 
minded assumed they might hold the 
whole community in awe. 

But more is needed. ‘The general public 
must find a voice. The lesson must be 
driven home that the defence of the 
individual citizen, no matter what his 


religious or political affiliations, is the 
obligation of the State. That protection 


guaranteed to him is part of his birthright 
as a member of a civilised community. 

The agents of the State for this purpose 
) are the police, the magistrates, the judges. 
‘They, acting under law and executing law, 
are God’s ministers. The Christian citizen 
gives his support to the organisation of 
law, and through its dominance liberty 1s 
secured. 

When individuals or groups usurp func- 
tions which are not theirs; and attempt to 
substitute their violence for law which is 
administered by a judiciary above suspi- 
cion, they become reactionaries. By such 
action they make the way easier for a 
relapse to barbarism, and render insecure 
the gains achieved, through the ages, by 
the labours and sacrifices of a long succes- 
sion of heroic and enlightened men. 

The foundations of civilised life have 
been undermined in more than one country 
in Europe, and there are some indications 
that Ireland has not been wholly unaffected 
by movements abroad—movements by 
which, in the first instance, law was over- 
thrown and then liberty extinguished. 


ALL COULD HELP 

My appeal is to Christian men and 
women. All could help—journalists, 
teachers in every kind of school, medical 
doctors on-their rounds, members of the 
Corporation and Public Boards, employers, 
foremen and managers, men and women, 
political leaders, ministers of religion. 
Much could be done by NEANS EE much by 
personal contact ; courage and considerate- 
ness always tell. I am not asking any man 
to abandon the party or group to which, 
by conviction. he is attached; but I am 
asking every man who is avowedly 
Christian to make sure that his loyalty to 
his party does not conflict with his loyalty 
to his Lord. Not one of us has the 
right to dictate to another what his 
party allegiance should be; but anyone 
would have the right to reproach us 
if, while we professed to be 
followers of Christ, we disregarded His 
example, and went in opposition to His 
consels. One is our Master, even Christ, 
and.He should be first in our hearts. It 
should be the daily effort of every 
Christian to cultivate, by God’s grace, the 
mind of Christ, and to walk in His steps. 
I am convinced that the vast majority of 
those in every organised Christian com- 
munion in Belfast have the desire to live 
at peace with their neighbours. 

But desire is not enough. There is a 
price to be paid if peace is to 
have secured fundations. There must be 
the will to peace, the resolve to work and 
witness for peace. That may involve, if 
we are sincere, some big readjustments and 
costly sacrifices, for peace cannot be had 
apart from righteousness. ‘* The work of 
righteousness, ” wrote Isaiah, ‘‘ shal] be 
peace, and the effect of righteousness, 
quietness and assurance for ever.” 

Equipment will be necessary, but God 
has provided it. ‘‘ Ye are complete, 
wrote an Apostle, “in Him Who is the 
Head of all principality and power.” One 
Whose reward for His work. and testi- 
mony was a Cross said: ‘“‘I am the 
Way.” For His followers “ the way of 
the Cross is the way of light.” 

“Let us follow,’’ wrote St. Paul, 
“ things which make for peace, and things 
whereby we may edify one another.’’ 

Thus, and only thus, may we hope to 
forward Christ’s cause, and surely for 
Christians it is that which matters most. 

‘‘ Now the Lord of peace Himself give 
you peace at all times, in all ways. The 
Lord be with you all.” eo

Deserved Honours : Teachers and Salaries

BELFAST, Saturday. 


RECORD of useful work on behalf of 
the trade and industry of Belfast 
was revealed at the annual meeting of 
the Belfast Chamber of Commerce. In 
the shipbuilding industry the tonnage 
launched was the highest recorded since 
1930, and included in this tonnage were 
two of the largest vessels launched in the 
world during the year. The linen industry 
has been able to maintdin its position in 
spite of the many difficulties with which 
it has been faced. Rope and twine 
making, tobacco manufacturing, general 
engineering, and other loca] industries 
had shared in the improved conditions, 
whith had led to increased employment 
generally. The tonnage of vessels cleared 
at the port of Belfast last year also 
reflected the increase in trade, and was the 
highest figure since 1913. 

Comment was made upon the fact that 
there had been little recovery in world 
trading conditions. High tariffs, import 
quotas, exchange restrictions, and import 
licences were all factors that still hindered 
the recovery of international trade. The 
view was also expressed that there was 
cause for anxiety in the present conditions 
of the world, and the hope put forward 
that peace would be maintained. 

Belfast during the year had been free 
from strikes of a serious character, such 
as had predominated on the Continent, and 
which were such a disturbing element in 
trade expansion. The need for national 
rearmament is likely to have a beneficial 
effect upon Belfast industry, including the 
establishment of an aeroplane factory 
jointly by Messrs. Harland and Wolff and 
Messrs. Short Bros., near the new Syden- 
ham aerodrome. 


Transport Costs 


In thePdebate at Westminster on the 
new cofh selling scheme one of the 
Northern Ireland members (Sir William 
Allen) drew attention to the fact that any 
Government control was likely to lead to 
an increase in the price of coal. This 
might not be so serious in many areas in 
England, but’ was of considerable impor- 
tance in Northern Ireland, where coal! is 
already 50s. and more per ton. The trans- 
port costs make coal prices much higher 
than in many parts of England, where 
mines are located within short distances of 
most areas. 

In referring to the effect of Government 
control or regulation by a committee, Sir 
William Allen pointed out how transport 
on the roads in Northern Ireland had been 
affected by the new Transport Board. It 
is true that the cost of goods transport 
has been considerably increased, but there 
has been a net decrease in the cost of pas- 
senger transport, except in the case of 
‘buses hired for excursion parties. It is 
to be regretted that the Transport Board 
does not reduce the charge for ’buses in 
the summer months. The Dean of Belfast 
drew attention to this matter in a letter 
to the Press. i 

Before the Transport Board took over 
control of road transport there were many 
excursions by road available for city 
dwellers in crowded industrial areas. It 
was not unusual to see parties in many of 
these streets hiring a ’bus for an evening’s 
trip to the seaside. With the high charges 
now made for ’buses this is not possible. 
It is admitted that the railway fares to 
many seaside resorts in the North from 
Belfast are reasonable, and also the. 
general ‘bus fares, but the charge for 
hiring ’buses has gone up unduly. 


Birthday Honours 


The outstanding. Northern name in 
the Fing’s Birthday Honours list was 
that of the Right Hon. H. M. Pollock, the 
Northern Minister of Finance. who, with 
Mr. J. A. Lyons, Prime Minister of 
Australia, was made a member of the 
Order of Companions of Honour. 

Mr. Pollock has a record of sterling 
work in the interest of the province. He 
was mainly responsible for the financial 
scheme which co-ordinates the finances of 
Northern Ireland and Great Britain with- 
in the United Kingdom, and he has 
guided the financial destiny of the 
Northern State since its establishment. 
In the early years this was not as difficult 
as it subsequently became, with growing 
unemployment, the increased cost of social 
services and, at the same time, a falling 
revenue from the taxation imposed at 
Westminster. 

However much one may criticise the 
financial provisions of the Government of 
{reland Act, and the financial relations 
between the two parts of the United 
Kingdom, it must be admitted that when 
it was devised the financial scheme was 
considered the best to meet the needs of 
the province and to retain its position in 
the United Kingdom. Mr. Pollock has 
worked the scheme probably better than 
anvone else could have done during a diffi- 
cult and trying period, and now that he 
is laid aside by illness all parties join in 
congratulating him upon the well-deserved 
honour which has been conferred upon 
him. i 

Captain the Earl of Kilmorey, who suc- 
ceeded the late Marquess of Dufferin and 
Ava as Commanding Officer of the Ulster 
Division of the Royal Naval Volunteer 
Reserve, has been created an Officer of the 
Order of the British Empire. Lord Kil- 
morey takes a deep and practical interest 
in Northern affairs, and is particularly 
interested in the welfare of the Kilkeel 
fishing industry: Several leading officials 
of the Northern Ministries also received 
well-deserved recognition of their depart- 


mental work. 


Public Service 


It is to be regretted that those re- 
sponsible for recommending the distribu- 
tion of honours do not give more 
recognition to voluntary public sia 
There are many men in Northern Irelan , 
and ladies also, who have given. years o 
voluntary service on public boards, charit- 
able institutions and in youth organisa- 
tions who are entitled to public recognition 
of these services. Those who move about 
among public representatives, as I am 
compelled to do, know that there is con- 
siderable resentment that distinctions in 
Northern Ireland are mainly confined now 
to officials in receipt of good salaries and 
pension rights, and that voluntary public 
service is not adequately rewarded. No 
doubt, the officials have rendered good 
service to their departments, and they are 
as much entitled to distinctions as officials 
in departments in Great Britain; but 
there is a feeling in the public mind that 
since the establishment of the Northern 
Government less honours and distinctions 
are distributed for voluntary public 
services than when Dublin Castle was the 
centre of Irish government. 

The recent decision of the Government 
to reduce the status of Justices of the 
Peace, so that many of them are not now 
required, also curtails the number of com- 
missions available for those with experience 
in public affairs. This persistent dis- 
regard for voluntary public service is not 
good policy. While those who take part 
in public affairs generally do so without 
any fee or anticipation of reward, human 
nature, being as it is, a recognition of 
public work well done 1s genuinely 
appreciated, while the knowledge that 
such reward is available would be an 
inducement to many of the best types of 
citizen to give greater voluntary service 
to the community. If it is not possible 


within the framework of the present 
numerous orders and distinctions to 
adequately recognise voluntary public 


service, the Government might do worse 
than consider if some new order or dit- 


tinetion could be evolved for this specific 
purpose

Teachers’. Claims 


The Northern teachers in elementary, 
secondary and technical schools have again 
brought before the public their claims for 
a restoration of the cuts in their salaries. 
These deductions, they maintain, were of 
a temporary character, and that no other 
body of State-paid officials in Great Britain 
or Northern Ireland have had _ thefr 
salaries stabilised at less than those in 
operation before these ‘‘ cuts ” came into 
operation.. The teachers point out that 
the Government is now doing what the 
Minister of Finance described as a wrong 
policy in 1930—they are saving at the 
expense of the teachers to augment the 
Imperial contribution. This is one of the 
results of the faulty financial relations 
between Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland. It is quite clear that no body of 

ublic officials in Northern Ireland should 
Eas: in a worse position compara- 
tively than a similar body in Great 
Britain when they are part of one United 
Kingdom. No such demand is embodied 
either in the Government of Ireland Act 
or the Colwyn award, and that it should 
be even considered is a measure of the 
distance which the Northern Ministry has 
departed from the equality which should 
prevail under a common fiscal and financial 
system. It is little use a Minister declar- 
ing that “ the teachers are sufficiently 
remunerated having regard to their general 
conditions of service.” A bargain was 
made with the teachers, and the Northern 
taxpayers should insist that a larger 
Imperial contribution should not be made 
available at the expense of any branch of 
Northern public officials, or that they 
should be placed in a worse position than 
those in Great Britain. 


Previous Deductions 


The teachers base their claims on the 
salary agreement entered into in 1920 with 
the: British Treasury, the Board of 
National Education, and the Irish 
National Teachers’ Organisation. There 
was no cost of living bonus attached to this 
scale of salaries, but the teachers accepted 
a lower income on the understanding that 
the new figure would be permanent. The 
Northern Government, when it took over 
control of educational services in the 
North, altered this agreement on two 
occasions, without the consent of the 
teachers. The total reductions amounted 
to about 15 per cent. of the original scales, 
and no restoration has been made except 
the 35 per cent. announced in the recent 
Budget statement. Other public servants, 
notably the English teachers, who had 
their salaries reduced by 10 per cent. 
during the economic depression of 1931, 
have since had their salary “ cuts ” re- 
stored in full. A just claim can be made 
that Northern Ireland teachers and other 
Officials are entitled to the same compara- 
tive standard of salaries as teachers in 
Great Britain, as 90 per cent. of Northern 
Ireland taxation is levied at Westminster. 
The people pay the same level of taxation, 
and a surplus of nearly half-a-million of 
Northern Ireland revenue will be paid to 
the British Exchequer this year. It is 
frequently declared that in England local 
authorities pay a larger portion of the 
teachers’ salaries. 

Apart from the fact that the Colwyn 


award recognised a standard figure for 


Northern educational services, that argu- 
ment can hardly hold good to-day; for. 
Belfast alone, under the revised valuation 
of £35,000,000, will hand over each year 
£150,000 to the Northern Government as 
an educational levy. This sum is about 
half the cost of the salaries of all the 
rimary teachers in Belfast. As far as 

lfast is concerned it is contributing as 
much to its teachers’ salaries as any 
English city.
